No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia during July, 
August, and September, 1954. 
July. 


Pressure and Wind.—High pressure systems extended over most of the sub-tropics during 
the first ten days, causing fine weather and E./N.E. winds throughout the area. For the re- 
mainder of the month, depressions were responsible for unsettled conditions and westerly winds, 
many gale force, in the South-West Division. At times, when the cyclones were more intense, 
the whole of the sub-tropics were affected but between these occurrences weak high pressure 
systems extended over most of the northern sub-tropics. 


During the first week of July a low pressure trough over the tropics was responsible for rain 
in the western tropical divisions and extended as far south as the North-East Goldfields, but in 
the last three weeks of the month, weak low pressure troughs and ridges of high pressure caused 
fine weather and easterly winds over the northern half of the State. 


Rainfall.—There were heavy falls throughout most of the South-West on the 11th, 28th, and 
30th. Between the 11th and 28th, there were frequent light falls throughout the agricultural 
areas and approximately half the stations received above their average rainfall for July. 


In the North-East, South-East, and Eucla Divisions, there were scattered falls during July, 
and some stations received above average rainfall for the month. 


Light scattered falls were recorded in the East Gascoyne but heavy registrations recorded 


on the 12th at the coastal stations of the West Gascoyne were chiefly responsible for the above 
average rainfall in the latter division. 


In the West Kimberleys, De Grey and Fortescue light and moderate rains were recorded 
between the 5th and 7th, together with two isolated light falls in the East Kimberleys on the 8th. 


Generally, the rains were well distributed in the South-West Division from the 11th onwards, 


but in the remainder of the State, except in the West Gascoyne, the month’s rainfall was below 
normal. 


Temperature.—Below normal maximum temperatures were recorded at most centres in the 
State during the first seven days and continued until the last week of July at many centres of 
the North-East, South-East, and Eucla Divisions. Above average temperatures were reported 


at the majority of the stations during the last three weeks of July in all but the three above- 
mentioned divisions. 


Frosts were widespread in the agricultural area until the 6th, but these then became less 
frequent and only a few isolated occurrences were reported after the 9th. 


The highest temperature, 95 degrees, was recorded at Wyndham on the 27th, and the lowest, 
27 degrees, at Bridgetown, on the 6th. 


Metropolitan.—There were only two periods, the 3rd to the 7th, and the 16th to the 2lst, 
when the maximum temperatures were below average this month in Perth. The highest tempera- 
ture, 74-1 degrees, 11-2 degrees above average, was recorded on the 10th, and the lowest, 42-1 
degrees, 5-8 degrees below average, on the 2nd. 


Gale force winds caused widespread damage in the metropolitan area on the 18th and 19th. 
Two gusts which were recorded at Perth exceeded 70 m.p.h., the greatest, 77 m.p.h., blew from 
the W.N.W. on the 19th. In addition there were several gusts in excess of 60 m.p.h. during this 
storm. On the 29th there was another gust of 60 m.p.h. 


The total rainfall for the month of 780 points was recorded on 20 days and exceeded Perth’s 
July average of 678 points. 


August. 


Pressure and Wind.—The most outstanding feature of the month’s weather was the domina- 
tion of the sub-tropics by anti-cyclones during the first 16 days. From the 19th onwards, the 
pressure patterns changed more frequently. A widespread complex low pressure system was 
responsible for rains in the sub-tropics and southern tropics on the 19th. During the remainder 


of the month the weather changed rapidly and successive anti-cyclones and cyclones passed over 
the sub-tropics. 


Although easterly winds were predominant in the first two weeks, during the remainder of 
the month westerly winds were maintained throughout most of the sub-tropics. There were 
gale force winds recorded between the 21st and 23rd and again on the 31st, which interfered with 
shipping. The tropics were covered by a ridge of high pressure this month, except in the southern 
tropics, where the area was covered by a low pressure system on the 18th and 19th. Towards 
the end of the month a low pressure trough developed down the north-west coast. Easterly 


winds prevailed, except in the southern tropics, when they were affected by the low pressure 
system. 
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Rainfall.—The heaviest and most widespread rains recorded this month were those that fell 
during the 19th-24th, when goods falls were recorded in the Gascoyne and southwards, with 
scattered light rains in parts of the tropics. Earlier in the month light rains were recorded through- 
out the South-West Division. Scattered light rains were recorded in the South Coastal and 
South Central sub-divisions throughout the month. A few individual stations recorded above 
average rainfall this month, but no divisions received their normal August total. There were 
scattered light rains in the tropics, but all divisions were below average. The highest rainfall 
for the month was 651 points at Jarrahdale. 


Temperatures.—Maximum temperatures were above normal in the sub-tropics on most days 
of the month but there were many low minimum temperatures and frosts during the first two 
weeks. In the northern sub-tropics and tropics temperatures showed a marked rise in the last 
two weeks to be above normal. The highest temperature for August was 100 degrees, recorded 
at Anna Plains on the 25th, and the lowest, 28 degrees, at Southern Cross on the 17th and 18th. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth there was only cne wet day during the first 12 days, but during the 
remainder of the month there were 13 wet days and the total rainfall was 506 points, 59 points 
below average for August. 

The maximum temperatures were above average on 11 days, the highest being 72-1 degrees, 
8 degrees above average, on the 29th. The minimum temperatures were below average on 17 
days, the lowest recorded being 38-6 degrees, 9-6 degrees below normal, on the 6th. Gale force 
winds were recorded between the 21st and 23rd and again on the 30th, when the highest gust, 
54 m.p.h., from the west, was recorded. 


September. 


Pressure and Wind.—Three southern depressions affected the weather over the sub-tropics 
during September, causing strong wind at times along the south and lower west coast. During 
the remainder of the month a succession of anti-cyclone and low pressure troughs moved across 
the State, causing some strong winds varying in direction between north and south-east. 


Rain.—Rain fell in the South-West Division on the Ist, mainly in the South Coastal and 
South Central sub-divisions. 


During the following week light scattered rain was reported daily from the south coast and 
at times from the central agricultural area. 


On the 9th and 10th rain again extended throughout the division and totals for the two days 
were much higher than those of the Ist. 


Light scattered rain fell mainly in the coastal districts during the next fortnight. On the 
28th and 29th light to moderate falls were reported from most stations of the Division, except 
in the south central areas, where rain was badly needed. 


Most of the rain in the South-Eastern Division fell during the second week of the month, 
and on the 13th some heavy falls were reported, the highest being 188 points at Coolgardie. 


In the Eucla Division light rains fell at the beginning and towards the end of the month. 
There were similar falls in the Gascoynes during the second and fourth weeks, but in the tropics 
the only rain recorded was six points at Turkey Creek on the 27th. 


Rainfall was well below normal in most of the State, but in the South-Eastern and Eucla 
Divisions the majority of places exceeded the average. 


Temperature.—Maximum temperatures gradually rose above normal towards the end of the 
month and some high temperatures were reported from the tropics. Anna Plains recorded 101 
degrees on the 19th, which was the highest for the month. 


Scattered frosts were reported from the south-west, south-east, and Eucla Division. 


Metropolitan.—Perth’s rainfall was again below normal, a total of 152 points (150 points 
below average) falling on nine days. Unusually high temperatures were experienced on the 21st 
and 27th, when 87-1 degrees and 87 degrees were recorded. These were the highest since Sep- 
tember, 1918, and were 20-4 degrees and 20-3 degrees above average, respectively. The minimum 
of 42 degrees on the 2nd was 8-1 degrees below normal. 


The wind reached a speed of 49 m.p.h. from the W.N.W. on the 9th and on seven other days 
exceeded 30 m.p.h.
